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Agri land deal with China Hospitals call off holiday’ 
still a plan, says DAR Usec

NOT A SQUARE FOOT OF FARM- 
land has been given to Chinese in- 
vestors, according to an agrarian re- 
form official in the face of criticism 
Over a plan to convert farms into 
agribusiness-type plantations to be 
offered to foreign investors. 

Gerunio Maduefio, the agrarian 
reform Undersecretary for support 
services, said the plan to turn farms 
into plantations producing hybrid 
rice or corn, would not involve the 
Teasing of lands. 

What it would entail are joint 
venture agreements between the 


farmers and the investors, he said. 

"There's a misconception that 
land utilization entails land lease. 
That's not the case here,” Maduefio 
said in a phone interview. 

Leaders of peasant groups Unorka- 
Pilipinas and Task Force Mapalad pick- 
eted the Department of Agrarian Re- 
form offices last week, demanding 
Madueño’s resignation for supposedly 
enlisting farmlands for agri-business 
ventures under an agreement with 
China without consulting them. 

“They thought the investors 
would take over their lands, which 
would be a violation of agrarian re- 
form,” Maduefio said. 


Maduefio explained that none of the 
different modes of joint venture agree- 
ment, like contract-growing, produc- 
tion sharing, and build-operate-trans- 
fer, entail the leasing of farmlands. 

He said no farmland has been iden- 
tified for agri-business anywhere in the 
country since the Philippine-China 
agrifisheries agreement was signed in 
January 2006. 

“We're still in the planning stage. 
We have not offered a square foot of 
farmland to the Chinese,” he said, 
explaining that the memorandum 
of agreement was just a framework 
and that no specific agreements 
have been approved.

off a threatened "hospital holiday" to 
dramatize their objections to a new law 
that prohibits them from detaining pa- 
tients who cannot pay their bills. 

The Philippine Hospitals Association 
of the Philippines (PHAP) said it agreed 
to Duque's request to hold off the boycott 
and give the health department a chance 
toaddress their concerns. 

PHAP spokesman Dr Rustico Jimenez 
said they will rst exhaust all available solu- 
tions to their problems with the new law. 

“We are good citizens and we want to 
listen to all their [Department of Health} 
suggestions first. We want to give them 
some leeway just to see what they can do 
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to address this,” said Jimenez. 

The new law (Republic Act No. 9439) 
provides that patients can be discharged 
upon signing of a promissory note cover- 
ing their unpaid obligations. 

Hospital owners said they want the 
government to tap the Philippine Charity 
Sweepstakes Office (PCSO) or the pork 
barrel (Priority Development Assistance 
Fund) of each congressmen, for the cre- 
ation of a guarantee fund in the event that 
promissory notes are not paid by patients. 

"The group was planning to hold the boycott. 
for about two days each month until 2008, 
unless the government repeals the law. 

Jimenez said, they hope the Health de- 
partment can address their objections 
and find a way to incorporate their pro- 
posals in the implementing rules and reg- 
ulations of the new law; He said they did 
not promise to hold off for very long.

Probable cause, not guilt 

‘The appellate court said there was no 
reason to reverse Velasco's finding, which 
Leviste had described as baseless. 

It pointed out that a reinvestigation 
was not a trial of the case on the merits 
and was only intended to determine 
probable cause, and not the guilt of the 
accused. 

“In this case, however, the resolution 
dated Feb. 2, 2007, issued by [Velasco] af- 
ter the reinvestigation appears to have 
been duly supported by probable cause,” it 
said. 

It added that the three-day duration of 
the reinvestigation and the subsequent is- 
suance of an arrest warrant and the setting 
of Leviste's arraignment were insufficient 
reasons to reverse the findings. 

The court also said Gonzalez's statement 
that Leviste should have been charged with 
murder—made when the justice secretary 
lectured the acting city prosecutor of 
Makati—did not merit the nullification of 
the reinvestigation. 

Tt said that Gonzalez's utterances did not 
show a prejudgment of the case, and that it 
was within his power to control and super- 
vise prosecutors 

"While good sense dictates that [Secre- 
tary Gonzalez] should have been more cir- 
cumspect in giving statements before the 
media with respect to the subject reinvesti- 
gation, his statements alone are not indica- 
tive of a prejudgment, or a determination 
to file the amended information for murder 
even in the absence of probable cause,” it 
said.

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No abuse of discretion 

There was no evidence either that 
‘Alameda had abused his discretion in al- 
lowing the reinvestigation, the appellate 
court said. 

It found no merit in Leviste's argument 
that it was only he who could seek a prelim- 
inary investigation, saying the prosecutor 
could ask for a reinvestigation of a case that 
had been filed in court.

We have serious reservations about 

EDITORIAL the new witnesses presented by the 

‘Armed Forces of the Philippines, how- 

ever. Many of these concern the implausibility of the mili- 

tary's claims, but the most significant doubts arise from 
what went before these witnesses were presented. 

Military sources that journalists have relied on for years 
have sworn that a unit of either the Intelligence Service of 
the AFP or of the 56th Infantry Battalion based in Bulacan 
were involved in the abduction. A state prosecutor has as- 
serted that six soldiers were behind the disappearance, a 
claim that earned him the justice secretary's displeasure. 
And ever since Burgos was forcibly seized in a mall last 
April, the leadership of the AFP has acted in a less-than- 
forthright, suspicion-inducing manner: stonewalling, 
finding excuses not to appear before the courts, refusing to 
turn over the results of internal investigations. 

For these and other reasons, we find the military's most 
recent version of events suspect. Unfortunately, the police 
now share that interpretation. And they have brought to it 
their own worst practices. 

Let us, using the most recent statements of Senior Supt. 
Joel Coronel of the Criminal Investigation Detection 
Group, consider only two of these fatal flaws. 

First, an almost total dependence on eyewitness testi- 
mony. 

Coronel is well within his rights to judge the testimony 
of Emerito Lipio, a member of the New People’s Army, as 
providing the most “logical and coherent” picture of the 
Burgos abduction. That is his lookout. But his complete re- 
liance on Lipio’s belated testimony illustrates the weak- 
ness of many, if not most, of the cases our police officers in- 
vestigate. 

They are, most of them, based on the say-so of someone 
or other. For that very reason, many of them do not pros- 
per in court—the testimonies are eminently recantable. 

‘To be sure, in the Burgos disappearance, Coronel speaks 

of a pattern he sees in the testimony of other witnesses. 
"[Lipio's] statements are consistent with what other wit- 
nesses have told us before." 
* But his case, as he makes it, depends entirely on these 
witnesses. He excludes such evidence as the license plates 
lof the Toyota Revo used in abducting Burgos from the 
mall, which have been traced back to the impounding area 
-inside the headquarters of the 56 IB in Norzagaray, Bula- 
“can. (Why? They, too, were pointed out by eyewitnesses.) 

This brings us to the second worst practice. Coronel's 
Statements remind us, yet again, that the police some- 
‘times have the habit of disregarding the evidence that is 
right before their eyes. 

Coronel, for example, said he found the alleged connec- 
‘tion between the controversial license plates and military 

involvement in the Burgos abduction “really puzzling,” 

_. Now that's a puzzlement. By any reasonable standard, 
the fact—and it’s а fact—that the plates on an abductor's 
vehicle were traced back to a battalion HQ should be con- 
‘sidered to mean that a prima facie case does exist to inves- 
‘tigate the possible involvement of battalion officers or 
‘men in the abduction. 

‘Unfortunately, it would take enormous self-confidence 
and political will on the part of the police to say that. Thus, 

"the cop-out: Police officers who now choose to give cre- 
"dence only to those witnesses whose testimony favors the 
military.

Hague in June 1996, in Breukelen in March 
1997. Sison pocketed social benefit 
checks—stopped only after the European 
Union tagged the NDF and the CPP as terrorist 
organizations. 

Sison exploited this libertarian elbow room 
to stoke a "people's war" here by e-mail and 
fax, dispatched from the comfort of his Utrecht 
flat. “The burgis lifestyle of these overfed aging 
commissars saps their credibility" the Cebu 
Daily News noted. “Absentee-generals stand 
Mao's dictum—Revolutions are not a garden 
party—on its head." 

Dutch police arrested Sison late August. The 
national prosecutor’ office asserted that Sison 
ordered “the murder (of) former political asso- 
ciates in the Philippines—Romulo Kintanar in 
2003 and Arturo Tabara in 2004." Both broke 
away from Sison’s group in the early 19905. 
NPA hit men gunned them down. “A truly ugly 
image was the spectacle of party-list represen- 
tatives toasting the assassination of a former 
comrade, who was Kintanar,” snapped the Ix- 
сие Conrado de Quiros.

depict that period, which bolstered the view 
that Philippine history really began with the 
Spaniards. But time, as the Light and Sound 
presentation now shows, has changed all that. 

Second is its insight into the significance of 
Intramuros. Intramuros, of course, means 
“Walled City" a thing that truly deserved its 
name. It was built on the backs of the con- 
quered natives, and it became the physical and 
spiritual embodiment of Spanish rule. The seg- 
‘ment about Intramuros expressly says it, not- 
ing that the walls did not just rise in space, they 
rose in the indio's mind, making him believe 
there will always be а wall between what he is 
and can be, between his aspirations and their 
fulfillment. Unfortunately that theme is not 
resolutely pursued or “concretized” through- 
out the narrative. Well, it is never too late to 
make editorial, if not historical, revisions. 

Bur it's true: Colonialism was the building of 
walls in space and mind. It built solid divisions. 
between classes, much like the caste system; it 
built solid divisions within classes, or among 
the indios themselves, an affliction we labor 
under to this day; and it built a wall, strung 
with barbed wire and patrolled by a tower, in 
the Filipino mind, one that would make free- 
dom—a Bagumbayan or Bagong Bayan, a New 
City outside of the Walled one—always seem 
unattainable. Jose Rizal broke some of those 
walls, as did others before him. But to this day, 
the dream of a Bagong Bayan remains elusive. 

‘And, finally, there is something genuinely 
awe-inspiring standing on the ground where , 
Rizal spent his last days on earth, and reliving 
those moments even if you only have life-sized 
figurines, the sounds of silence and “Fuego!” 
and the dark to do the trick. The past does 
spring back to life, and you must be a little 
dead to not feel at the end of it that you are 
right there in Bagumbayan, reduced to one of. 
the helpless spectators watching Rizal falling 
to the ground in slow motion. 

If only walls could talk? Ah, but these walls 
can.

Now he 
faces trial in The Hague for allegedly ordering the 
execution of two ranking comrades. 

‘This may be the right time to pursue peace 
with the demoralized rebels. In fact, even be- 
fore the arrest of Joma, a few neophyte mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives told me 
they were seriously planning to pursue peace 
in their own turfs. They know the rebels oper- 
ating in their areas and after seeing the peace 
process come to a standstill at the national 
government level, they want to broker a dia- 
опе between local government officials and 
rebel chieftains in the hope of forging an 
agreement to work together, 

"This is a wonderful idea. Too much Filipino 
blood has been senselessly shed on both sides of 
the ideological fence. Pursuing peace now at the 
local level has a far better chance than at the na- 
tional level, where both sides engage mostly in 
saber-rattling for international consumption. 

At long last after a decade and a half of seeking 
to upgrade the quality of passports and visas is- 
sued by the Philippine government to interna- 
tional standards, the Department of Foreign AF 
fairs finally got it going last July. Overcoming dif- 
ficulties with the contracted bidder, the DFA is- 
sued the first machine-readable passport (MRP) 
toa senior citizen named Herminio Torres. In the. 
МАВ the passport holder's personal details are 
entered through a computer, instead of being 
written manually or by longhand. Thus, the 
Philippines was able to comply way ahead of the 
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deadline imposed by the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization (ICAO) for all member states to 
begin issuing MRPs by April 1, 2010. We are опе 
of 188 member-states of this specialized UN 
agency created to promote the safe and orderly 
development of international civil aviation. 

Foreign Assistant Secretary Domingo Luci- 
nario of the Office of Consular Affairs explai 
to this columnist that the immediate benefit of 
having the MRP is that border processing all 
‘over the world will be faster. Our passports’ "ma- 
chine-readable zone" needs only to be swiped or 
scanned at immigration counters abroad, in- 
stead of Pinoys being segregated from other 
travelers with “more modern" . Luci- 
nario also said the MRP makes faking passports 
more difficult and deters crime and terrorism as 
it features a digitized second photo in letter 
screen on the identification page that incorpo- 
rates biographical details of the holder visible 
only with the use of a decoding lens. This device 
makes photo substitution difficult. 

The new maroon-colored passport has 12 
more pages than the old green one but costs 
the same. The DFA says that 
remain valid until their expiry, but it is encour- 
aging people to apply early for the MRPs. I can 
only hope they're really hard to fake, given the 
ingenuity of criminal syndicates.

In the dying light in a pauper’s eyes 


‘THE ABSENT ONE. THIS WAS HOW MOTHER 
Teresa referred to that absence that she felt in her 
life during her 50-year dark night of the soul. 

‘Where was the beloved, the one for whom she 
poured out the substance of her life, the one sup- 
posed to give meaning and purpose to her selfless 
daring to love the world's most abandoned? 

Mother Teresa's own revelations, kept and hid- 
den even after her death 10 years ago, and made 
public just recently in a book ("Mother Teresa: 
Come Be My Light” edited by Rev. Brian 
Kolodiejchuk), are now the subject of scrutiny 
and speculation, even of awe. It is Time maga- 
тїпез cover story this week. 

But this happens to those who tread that mysti- 
cal twilight zone reserved for the highly spiritually 
evolved among us. It is a price they have to pay. 
"They have been privileged to experience the divine 
so intensely and intimately. And when the peak ex- 
periences that have led these chosen ones to do 
daring acts of love, when the ecstasy and consola- 
tion are withdrawn, when from lush orchards they 
are led to deserts, barren and desolate, there is no 
balm for the pain. Worse, there can be neither feel- 
ing nor non-feeling. Just a yawning absence. 

‘But what made Mother Teresa's dark night so 
different from that of other known mystics was 
that it went on for a long stretch of 50 years. And 
despite this trial, she held on to what she believed 
she must do—to love what the world deemed 
unlovable—even while she herself was going 
through a seemingly “loveless” existence, 

“Where is my faith—even deep down right in 
there is nothing, but emptiness and darkness. My 
God, how painful is this unknown pain...” 

Hers was blind faith in its truest form, faith 
threatened but, ah, roaring with a fury. She 
pasted on making the worl believe what must 

е believed—that God loves unceasingly and so 
must we—and put aside how her own soul felt. 
She never expressed her doubts openly, except to 
her spiritual guides. 

Was she lying then when she constantly spoke 
to the world about that great love that quenched 
her and sustained her work? Was she lying when 


she inspired others to seek that love and respond 
toit, and also spend their lives like she did? 

Indeed, countless others have followed Mother 
Teresa's path to those who are hidden and 
hideous to the world's eyes. The thousands who, 
over the years, have joined or worked with the 
Missionaries of Charity (the congregation she 
founded in 1948) are proof that the divine love 
that she missed was not absent. It was at work. 

Heroic indeed are those who do acts of sacrifi- 
cial love even when love—the feeling—has hid- 
den beneath the ruins. That is the real test. Moth- 
er Teresa surpassed the test. She was like an ath- 
lete who made it first to the finish line despite in- 
juries and doubts. 

Tr is with some guilt that Igo over the words she 
wrote me many years ago. She respon 
scathing letter (in which 1 enclosed a biting state- 
ment from a Filipino religious) about how she “held 
hands with the dictator Marcos.” It was the late 
1970s, the Philippines was under martial rule and 1 
did not like the way the dictatorship feasted on her 
presence and made her the face of compassion, how 
she allowed herself to be used. I was an admirer of 
that “something beautiful for God" that she was do- 
ing and that was precisely why I wrote her. I was. 
disappointed and angry when she came and was 
swept into the arms of the conjugal dictatorship. 

1 was young, impetuous. | mailed my lener in 
India and I received her response while 1 was still 
there. From Calcutta, she sent me a stinging 
hand-written response. It was not short and 
sweet. Here is a paragraph: "I had not gone to 
yourcountry to discuss politics, not to preach jus- 
tice, but just to serve: to feed the hungry, clothe 


the naked, give home to the homeless—thatis all 

To be able to do this, ours is a life of prayer and 
action and so we proclaim Christ to the poor... It 
is easy for you to preach the theology of Libera- 
tion and Justice with full stomach and well rested 
bodies, but our people in Binondo and other 
places around the world have to suffer the pain of 
hunger plus the discontent you have created in 
their lives. For me this is the greatest injustice 
done to the Poor..." And more. 

I did write about that exchange ("Mother Tere- 
sa's strong letter to me,” Sept. 11, 1997) shortly 
after she died. 

All those years, she was painfully and secretly 
seeking her God. in the vastness of all the hiding 
places, in the immensity of a million faces, in the 
dying light in a pauper's eyes. 

Tam sure, in death, she found the Absent One 
at last. This God who had walked her across sand- 
storms and rainstorms, across fields turned white 
by lighting, this God who had walked her to the 
edge and bade her to cross alone. And then was 
gone. 

In death, she arrived at last and realized The 
‘Absent One had been waiting.

Nitty-gritty compared to GDP 


LETME BEGIN BY CORRECTING THREE ERRORS 
inadvertently made in my previous column. The 
first two are that the first quarter 2004 GDP 
growth figure was eventually adjusted from 6.4 
percent to 7.15 percent while the second quarter 
2004 GDP growth figure was eventually adjusted 
from 6.2 percent to 7.10 percent (not vice-versa as 
Td written), Third, the 7.3 percent figure I erro- 
neously stated аз the (upwardly) revised first 
‘quarter GDP figure is actually the GDP growth for 
the first six months of 2007, which is the average 
of the 7.1 percent for the first quarter (first three 
months) and the 7.5 percent for second quarter 
(Second three months) GDP growth figures. The 
first quarter GDP growth figure of 6.9 percent was 
revised upwards to 7.1 percent. 

‘And something a reader from the business 
community pointed out in response to my last 
column: “The problem ... is that the method of 
computing GDP was changed in 2004. The Na- 
tional Statistical Coordinating Board (which pre- 
sented the numbers) does not know if [the GDP] 
claim can be substantiated.” 

Now let me move on to figures that hit closer to 
home than the GDP The definitions of what is need- 
ed to survive, and the cost of minimum survival, are 
arrived at after intricate, scientific calculation. But 
apply those calculations in the real world, and you 
realize how even that may be far from the reality of 
many Filipinos. This is how we get a grip on self-rat- 
ей hunger in the surveys, which drives our officials 
‘nuts, The thing is, a lot more of us want the luxury 
of living to eat, rather than merely eating to live. 

"Take a look at the regional menu for the Na- 
tional Capital Region developed by the Food and 
‘Nutrition Research Institute. This menu was used 
as part of the computation of the latest food and 
poverty threshold. From the paper “Issues in Esti- 
mating the Poverty Line” by Р David and D.S. Ma- 
ligalig, here's a description of how the menu is ar- 
rived at: "The one-day menu is formulated from 
local food consumption patterns to satisfy 100% 
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for energy and protein, as well as 80% of the. 
RDAs for the other nutrients and vitamins... The 
RDAs for energy and protein, which vary accord- 
ing to age, sex and body weight, are on the aver- 
age 2,000 kilocalories and 50 grams per person, 
respectively. Prices from various price surveys of 
the National Statistics Office (NSO) and the Bu- 
reau of Agriculture Statistics (BAS) are used to 
determine the cost of the one-day menu.” 

The menu quoted in the paper is as follows. 
Breakfast: tomato omelet; fried rice; coffee (for 
adults) or milk (children). Lunch: fried galunggong; 
munggo guisado with small shrimp and malunggay 
leaves; boiled rice; latundan banana. Dinner: pork 
adobo; pechay guisado; boiled rice. To make these 
dishes, these are the FNRIs calculations, per per- 
son, in terms of ingredients. All weights after the in- 
gredients or items, are in grams (and for the heck of 
it, Ive added my own comparisons in parentheses). 

Rice, white, ordinary 350 (2 cups of rice a 
дау); pandesal, 50 (P2 pandesal usually weighs 
35 grams per piece; although officially, "Pinoy 
pandesal" supposedly weighs 25 grams at P1 per 
piece); sugar, white, 15 Gust a little more than 
one little package of Sunflower brand Haw Flakes 
125 grams); margarine, 5; cooking oil, 20 (the 
weight of one Magnolia Cheezee spread sachet); 
milk, filled or evap, 33; egg, chicken, 23 (a little 
less in weight than a regular 3-cracker package of 
Skyflakes, 25 grams); small shrimps, 15 (slightly 
over 2 pieces of Hershey's Chocolate strawberry- 
flavored candy at 7 grams each); galunggong, 49; 
pork. Tiet. 5. pork. три 15 (im. 


gine a cube of 4 v a sefu 


pork the size of a PS coin) 

‘Mungo, green 10 (the weight of one packet of 
Shakey's hot sauce); tomatoes, 30; pechay, na- 
tive, 32; malunggay leaves, 18; banana, latundan, 
68; Vinegar, coconut, 5; onion, 6 (slightly less 
than a pack of Aji-no-moto Guinisa Flavor Mix, 7 
rlic 1; toyo, 5; salt, 6; coffee, soluble 1 

of an instant sachet). Try weighing 
these items at home and see. 

This list meets “the minimum income/expendi- 
ture required for a family/individual to meet basic 
food needs, which satisfies the nutritional require- 
ments for economically necessary and socially de- 
sirable physical activities.” It would cost a family of 
five P4,920 to cook the menu listed above, multi- 
plied five times and multiplied further by the days 
of the month. Last year, the amount was P4,151 
monthly or P137 per person daily. 

Non-food basic needs come next. As deter- 
mined by government statisticians, they include 
the following: clothing and footwear; fuel, light 
and water; housing maintenance and other mi- 
тог repairs; rent; medical care; education; trans- 
portation and communications; non-durable fur- 
nishings; household operations; and personal 
care and other items. These add up to P3,334 а 
month for a family of five. 

So the NSCB says, "Filipino families living їп 
NCR comprising of five members should have 
earned a monthly income of P8,254 to be able to 
sustain their families’ minimum basic food and 
non-food needs. Of the P8,254 monthly income, 
P4,920 (60 percent of the poverty threshold) 
should have been allocated for basic food needs 
and P3,334 (40 percent of the poverty threshold) 
to basic non-food needs of the family” Last year, 
the poverty threshold was P6,211 for a family of 
five per month (or P204 daily). 

То go back to that menu and the portions. They 
are scientifically impeccable. But are they practi- 
cable? For some, such a menu would be a dream, 
for others, a scandal.

She asked if I was a new student, and 1 truthfully an- 
swered no. But by then she was already scanning one of 
those booklets on how to play the piano. She began tapping a 
key with her finger and told me, “Do. This is do.” 

immediately realized that she wasn't the terrifying witch 
that thought she was, but the exact opposite. 1 found myself 
learning to play the "Do-Re-Mi Song.” 

"The kind nun told me to come back; but after a couple of 
sessions, 1 could not bring myself to go there. I was afraid 
that she might ask payment for my lessons and thought my 
‘mom would kill me if she knew. I forgot about learning to 
play the piano. 

When I was in grade 5, our family moved to the house that 
my old grandma seemed to have neglected. The house was 
adorned with beautiful china and porcelain vases as well аз 
an antique piano. My mother, who is partly Chinese, is 
deeply superstitious, and she decided to keep the antique 
wares not because of their value, but because she believed 
they would bring good luck. My father had the piano tuned 
in an antique shop, and when it was brought back, I started 
playing the "Do-Re-Mi Song” again until I got bored and gave

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On my father’s birthday, a man clad in a black suede shirt 
came, carrying a little suitcase. The guests gathered around 
the piano, as he took out a long tool and tuned it. After that, 
they began singing to his accompaniment, even as they сой- 
sumed several rounds of alcoholic drinks. 

admired the man's skill on the piano. It reminded me of 
the nun's beautiful hands and the beautiful music she creat- 
ed, except that he was better. My desire to master the piano 
was revived, and I began imagining myself playing as well as 
he did someday. 

‘That summer, my mother hired an old lady from the 
church's choir as my piano tutor. Almost every afternoon, she 
‘would bang her cane on our steel gates and demand to be let 
in. On the piano, she would grab my index finger and tell me 
in a loud voice, "Do! This is do! Ро!” My fantasy about mor- 
phing into a piano virtuoso turned into a nightmare. Every 
time would press the wrong key, she would seize my finger 
in rage and lead it to right key and then make me strike it 
again and again until my finger felt sore. The piano lessons, 
which used to be a pleasure, made me pray night would 
come quickly so that our lesson would be over. I got tired of 
her, and she got tired of me. Before the summer was over, she 
quit saying she could take no more in her old age. 

1learned a few good pieces under some people who had 
the patience to make me watch them play and memorize 
each note by observation. 

Our piano remained untouched for a few years. Recent! 
when I felt like playing my favorite piece again, 1 found that 
it was off-key. Its sound was so horrible that I continued tb 
play the piece in the desperate hope that by some miracle the 
piano would fix itself. 

Of course, it didn't. Once again, my quest to wield magic 
on my fingertips was at a dead end. 1 couldn't call the man 
who graced by father's birthday a few years back, because I 
heard he had fled to another country to join his dear wife, 
and he was the only person my papa knew who could tune à 
piano expertly. I couldn't take piano lessons with the kind 
nun I met many years ago, because she had gone to heaven, 
and another who was more horrifying than the old woman 
from the choir had taken her place as a piano tutor in the 
school. 

So, here I am left with my tattered hopes and a piano that 
is badly out of tune. But someday, maybe someday, I will 
learn to play it well.

WE WOULD LIKE TO THANK SOLI- 
ta Monsod for bringing to our atten- 
tion several issues about the Gov- 
emment Service Insurance System. 
We have also communicated with 
Ernest Federiso of ойо so that we 
could act on his 19-item list con- 
ceming the GSIS which unfortu- 
nately was only brought to our at- 
tention through Monsod's column. 
However, permit us to explain 
the decline in the number of trans- 
actions in GSIS claims and loans. 
Itis true that the number of trans- 
actions decreased from 5 million. 
in 2004 to 4.6 million in 2005, 
and 3.6 million in 2006. There is a 
fairly simple explanation for this: 
1n 2004, ће GSIS offered two new 
loan programs, the Cash Advance 
and the Summer One-Month 
Salary Loan (SOS).

О WHO'S KILLING THE MAN- 
groves of scenic Calatagan? 

The third-class municipality (annual in- 
come: P21 million-P27 million) in Batan- 
gas that has been declared a marine re- 
serve, is facing new threats, according to 
small fishermen. 

Ruperto Aleroza, advocacy officer of the 
Samahan ng Maliliit na mga Mangingisda sa 
Calatagan, said the project expansion of JIV 
Prawn Farm in Barangay Tanagan would de- 
stroy the remaining mangroves in the area 
and the livelihood of thousands of fishermen. 


THEJLVPrawn Farm JUV Prawn Farm, a project of lawyer Juan 
projectin Barangay Lorenzo Vergara, has been constructing fish- 
Tanagan, Calatagan, ponds, pumping stations, laboratory build- 


ing, laborers’ quarters, a house and a wharf 

within an eight-hectare land in Tanagan. 
“Calatagan is a marine reserve which is still 

under the process of rehabilitation. Sadly, we

have been planting mangroves but a project 
‘would only wipe them out," said Aleroza. 

The prawn farm's manager, Sergio Mag- 
banua, has denied the allegations. "We nev- 
er cut the mangroves because we know it is 
illegal. I don't know what caused the death 
of the mangroves but we did not kill them.” 

He added that the farm even helped by 
planting 30,000 mangroves in the sea. 


Dialogue 

‘Small fishermen asked Gov. Vilma Santos- 
Recto in a dialogue on Aug. 29 to help them 
protect the seas and convince Environment 
Secretary Joselito Atienza to pursue charges 
against those found violating the law. 

The town has 48,001 hectares of munici 
pal waters and 19 of its 25 villages are coastal 
areas, according to Jessie de los Reyes, chair 
of the Calatagan Municipal Fisheries and 
‘Aquatic Resources Management Council. 

‘About 66.5 percent of the reefs are classi- 
fied as good corals with Hawksbill turtles 
known to nest at the Pagapas Bay, he said. 
Dolphins are usually sighted in the area. 

“Development projects, however, are 
now threatening these species and the 
town’s rich natural resources,” he said. 

De los Reyes said the livelihood of at least 
3,000 families, who earn from the sale of fish, 
seashells, sea cucumbers, starfish, sea urchins 
and other marine creatures, would suffer as a 
result of the destruction of mangroves.

Magbanua said the farm's quarrying ac- 
tivities were covered by an environmental 
compliance certíficate (ECC) issued by the 
Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources. He denied that the new roads 
had destroyed the mangroves.

‘The farm was “totally compliant of laws,” 
he added, claiming that it only developed 
the eight-hectare land area covered by the 
project's ECC. 

Aleroza confirmed that the farm was able 
to obtain an ECC from the DENR's regional 
Environmental Management Bureau on 
Oct. 24, 2005. 

In a letter sent to DENR regional execu- 
tive director Eduardo Principe on Aug. 17, 
the provincial environment and natural re- 
sources officer, Maximo Soriano, recom- 
mended the temporary suspension of the 
ECC pending resolution of certain issues, in- 
cluding claims that "the development pro- 
ject caused the death of mangrove stands.” 

Josefa Epelonga, 44, of Barangay Tanagan, 
who earns P300 daily from selling seashells, 
said several mangroves had died and caused 
the shells to move to another habitat. 

“We cannot even get close to the sea be- 
cause we are being reprimanded by the 
farm,” she said, adding that she had to travel 
to far areas just to be able to gather seashells. 

Magbanua belied Epelonga's claims that 
the farm was denying small fishermen ac- 
cess to the sea. “Those people are always

Reclamation project 

Another issue is the reclamation project of 
businessman Raymond Moreno at the Paga- 
pas Bay, which the small fishermen said had 
destroyed corals and seagrass beds in the 
bay The DENR has already issued two no- 
tices of violations against the project. 

Then Environment Secretary Michael 
Defensor directed the dismantling of the re- 
claimed access road in June 2005, but this 
was stopped Бу а court when it issued a pre- 
liminary injunction order. 

Environmental lawyer Maria Paz Luna 
said criminal charges of violations of the 
Water Code could still be filed by the DENR 
against Moreno for allegedly blocking the 
entry of water to the mangroves. Santos 
could help them convince the DENR secre- 
tary to file the case, she said. 

During her dialogue with the small fish- 
ermen, Governor Santos said she would 
study the issues raised by the fishermen but 
did not promise a quick solution. 


Young inventor helps 
builders reduce costs

HE CAPITAL TOWN OF THE

young inventor who holds the patent 
for a cost-saving construction mate- 
rial that is now being used by local 
contractors and home builders. 

Boxes of the prefabricated galvanized iron 
tie wire invented by 22-year-old Dexter Teope 
are being sold in hardware stores at P85 per 
kilo, saving construction companies or house 
owners more than 20 percent in labor costs. 

In fact, the Japanese contractor of the multi- 
million-peso Gogon bridge project has indicat- 
ed interest in purchasing the prefab tie wires 


Time-saving 

What is now a promising business for 
теоре began as а worm of an idea when he 
was a 12-year-old Grade 6 student and 
playing at their neighbor's house then be- 
ing constructed. "I wondered why it took so 
long for a worker to cut and bend the tie 
wire when it could have been sold as a 
ready-made material,” he reveals. 

He kept the idea at the back of his mind 
for the next several years, graduating from 
the Catanduanes Colleges as a computer 
technician. He went to Makati City to work 
asa waiter at Shangri-la Hotel. 

‘After а year, Teope returned and began 
putting his ideas on paper—some simple 
and others so complicated that it required 
many moving parts. In January 2005, he fi- 
nally applied fora patent of his invention at 
the Intellectual Property Office, paying а 
total of P2,500 in fees. 


Patent " 

‘On Nov. 18, 2006, he got Patent No. 2- 
2005-000060 for his prefabricated tie wire 
and began making а simple machine to 
make his product. He had already perfected 
а machine—built from P300 worth of small 
pipes, bearings and tire spokes—in Manila 
when he ventured to a 35-story condomi 
um being constructed on España Avenue. 

His sales pitch to the contractor worked 
so well that he was asked to deliver 10 tons 
of tie wire right then and there. Stunned by

the offer, he regretfully told the buyer that 
he had only 10 kilos available, 

Still, he took as a great inspiration from 
the contractor's advice to him that he must. 
come backif he already had 10 tons. 

‘Teope went back to Virac and had three 
more of the machines fabricated. He never 
went back to Manila to deliver the 10 tons; 
he decided to start small so he could see his 
business grow. 

‘Today, his GT Manufacturing employs five 
households in Barangay Rawis, with mothers 
and even disabled youth cutting tie wire to 
standard lengths while watching TV at night. 

‘At his parents’ house, Teope employs four 
machine operators and one packer, who alto- 
gether produce 140 kilos daily. Each box of 20 
kilo-packs is sold for P75 per kilo to hardware 
stores, which sell them for P80 on retail. 

‘The inventor's father Osias, 63, a retired 
school principal, says his son—the middle 
of three children—could have inherited his 
inventive streak from his grandfather Teles- 
foro, who did not finish schooling but was 
good at mathematics, 

Among his other ideas—about 80 in all 
and carefully drawn on paper—are а seat- 
belt harness for tricycle drivers, a multicir- 
cuit connector to replace the junction box

EVEN WITHOUT EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 
464, President Macapagal-Arroyo can still 
block Cabinet members’ and top military 
officials appearing before a Senate investi- 
gation into the "Hello Garci” wiretapping 
scandal by invoking her constitutional right 
to executive privilege. 

“The Supreme Court merely invalidated 
EO 464. It never invalidated the constitu- 
tionally based doctrine of executive privi 
lege,” said Sen. Miriam Defensor-Santiago, 
а constitutional law expert. 

Santiago defined executive privilege 
as the President's power to withhold in- 
formation on state secrets covering 
diplomatic, military, foreign relations 
and other sensitive national security is- 
sues. 

“Executive privilege is not mentioned in 
the Philippine or US Constitutions, but it is 
accepted as constitutional. Both countries 
have applied the doctrine ina line of cases,” 
she said in a privilege speech.

‘Santiago said the Supreme Court, in 
its Senate vs Ermita decision, “merely 
declared EO 464 as invalid because it 
made only an implicit claim of executive 
privilege.” 

That fault can be corrected by this time 
making “a formal, explicit claim of privi- 
lege,” the senator said. 

‘Another reason the high court struck 
down EO 464 was that it was a general or 
blanket prohibition on all Cabinet members 
and other high officials from testifying in 
Congress. 

“That fault could also be corrected by 
specifying the facts which make the infor- 
mation а confidential state secret for the 
particular official,” Santiago said.

UP college drops stude as council prexy 


Expulsion from university looms for frat recruiter of alleged hazing victim

THE UNIVERSITY OF THE PHILIPPINES NATIONAL 
College of Public Administration and Governance 
yesterday stripped Ariel Paolo Ante, the president of 
its student council, of his position and recommend- 
ed his expulsion from the university for his suspect- 
ed involvement in the hazing death of Cris Anthony 


Mendez. 

In an order signed by NCPAG 
Dean Alex Brillantes Jr, the fac- 
ulty council asked UP authorities 
“to exhaust all legal and admin- 
istrative means to expel Mr. Ante 
from the university” 

The resolution was reached 
after the faculty council, headed 
by Brillantes, withdrew its 
recognition of Ante as chair of 
the NCPAG student council for 
loss of confidence and derelic- 
tion of duty. 

“Mr. Ante has failed to exer- 
cise principled and moral leader- 


ship by his absence during the 
critical days after the death of an 
NCPAG student, by his inability 
to uphold student welfare, by his 
failure to mobilize the NCPAG 
Student Council to collectively 
respond to the death of a student 
council official, and by his deaf- 
ening silence and unexplained 
absence,” the NCPAG resolution 
said. 

“The council condemns this 
behavior as not only irresponsi- 
ble but also as an obstruction of 
justice,” itadded.

‘THE DOCTOR WHO BROUGHT 
suspected hazing victim Cris 
Anthony Mendez to the Veter- 
äns Memorial Medical Center 
was a no-show at the National 
Bureau of Investigation yester- 
day. 

Dr. Francisco Cruz Jr, assis- 
tant chief of the VMMC opthal- 
mology department had given 
his assurance to the National 
Bureau of Investigation that he 
would appear at the bureau af- 
ter he was served with a sub- 
poena the other day. 

Instead, Cruz sent his lawyer, 
Rafael Armovit, to the NBI. 

“The doctor could not make it 
today so I came in his behalf. We 
will be submitting his statement 
to the NBI. If you want to know 
anything, ask the NBI,” he told 
reporters shortly after he met 
briefly with Romulo Asis, chief 
of the NBI Anti-Terrorism Divi- 
sion, who was tasked to handle 
the сазе. 

“Не has a right to privacy,” 
Armovit said when asked why 
his client did not show up. He 
clarified, however, that Cruz 
was not hiding from authori- 
ties. 

Asis said he expects Cruz to 
submit his affidavit to the bu- 
reau within the week. "He

Mendez, like Ante, was an 
NCPAG student and a member of 
the college's student council. He 
was also the college representa- 
tive to the UP Student Council. 

Mendez. was brought to the

where he was pronounced dead 
on arrival. An autopsy report re- 
vealed that he had been beaten 
up badly, bolstering initial suspi- 
cions that his death could have 
resulted from initiation rites al- 
legedly conducted by the Sigma 
Rho fraternity for neophytes. 

‘Ante, a Sigma Rho member, 
reportedly recruited Mendez to 
join the fraternity. 


No contact 

Brillantes said Ante had not 
made any effort to contact or 
talk to them since news about 
Mendez's death broke out. 

Once expelled, Ante would 
not be able to enroll in any UP 
campus nationwide, he added.

"We want to issue a very 
strong statement that violence is 
not tolerated in our university" 
Brillantes said. 

He told the Inquinen that Ante 
had been recommended for sus- 
pension before for his alleged in- 
volvement in a fraternity rumble 
last July. 

“That recommendation has 
not been carried out because we 
wanted to afford him due pro- 
cess. But this time, we sought le- 
gal advice and we were given 
the go-ahead,” the dean said. 

The UP Alumni Association, 
meanwhile, has offered its help 
to any person who may have vi- 
tal information that could lead 
to the arrest of the people re- 
sponsible for the death of 
Mendez.

Pasig City 
brings tax 
claim to SC

THE PASIG CITY GOVERN- 
ment will not back down from 
its fight to collect P435 million 
in franchise tax from the Manila 
Electric Co. 

Mayor Robert Eusebio yester- 
day said the city government's 
legal team was preparing to ele- 
vate the case to the Supreme 
Court. 

On Aug. 28, the Court of Ap- 
peals 10th Division dismissed 
the Pasig City governments 
plea to collect P435 million 
from Meralco, representing the 
franchise tax the power firm 
supposedly owed the city from 
1996 to 1999. 

The appellate courts deci- 
sion reversed and set aside the 
ruling of the Pasig City Regional 
Trial Court-Branch 70 which 
earlier affirmed the validity of 
the city government's demand 
for payment. 

According to the appellate 
court, Pasig has no authority to 
legally assess and collect a fran- 
chise tax from Meralco because. 
it did nor enact an ordinance 
authorizing it to do so.

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Germany, Denmark foil terror plots 


3 arrested for plotting attacks on Frankfurt airport, US base 


BERLIN—GERMAN AUTHORITIES SAID ON 
Wednesday they had arrested three suspected Is- 
Jamic terrorists for allegedly plotting attacks on 
Frankfurt International Airport, one of Europe's 
busiest, along with nearby Ramstein Air Base, a 
key US and Nato military hub. 


Prosecutors said they had ar- 
rested three suspected members 
of “an Islamic-motivated terrorist 
organization," but gave no fur- 
ther details. German Defense 
Minister Franz Josef Jung told 
ARD broadcaster the three men 
were suspected of targeting the 
airport and base. 

“There was an imminent 
threat,” Jung said, but declined 
to elaborate. The Sudwestrund- 
funk public broadcaster said two 
of the suspects had German citi- 
zenship while the third was Pak- 
istani. 

Prosecutors in Karlsruhe said 
the arrests took place on Tuesday 
afternoon, and that police had al- 
so carried out searches across the 
country. The suspects are to be 
brought before a judge later 
‘Wednesday. 

German and US officials have 
warned of the possibility of a ter- 
rorist attack, and security mea- 
sures have been increased. 

Navy Capt. Jeff Gradeck, 
spokesperson for the US mili- 
tarys European Command in 
Stuttgart said German authori- 
ties had contacted them concern- 
ing the alleged plot, but had no 
further information. 

"We extend our gratitude to 
Germany for their efforts in pro- 
tecting us,” Gradeck said.

Woman ‘cured’ by Mother Teresa lives in poverty 


DANOGRAM, INDIA—AN IN- 
dian woman whose claimed 
miracle cure from cancer led to 
Mother Teresa being thrust to- 
ward sainthood has accused 
Catholic nuns of abandoning 
her to a life of misery. 

‘The angry comments came as 
the Missionaries of Charity, the 
order founded by the Albanian- 
born nun in the eastern Indian 
metropolis of Calcutta in 1950, 
prepared to mark Wednesdays 
10% anniversary of the heroine's 
death. 

“I will not go to any church,” 
40-year-old Manica Besra told 
АЕР squatting on the floor of her 
thatched and mud house in 
Danogram village, 500 kilome- 
ters from the eastern city of Cal- 
cuta, where Mother Teresa 
worked. 

“I will remember Mother Tere- 
sa on her death anniversary at 
home with my children and hus- 
band," she added. 

t was Besra's alleged miracle 
cure from a “lumpy” tumor on 
Sept. 6, 1998—a year after the 
тшп death—that led to the Vati- 
tan clearing the way for Mother. 
‘Teresa's beatification in October 
2003. 

Usually the journey from death 
to beatification to sainthood takes 
decades if not centuries in the 
Catholic Church, which has 1.1 
billion followers worldwide.

Exec says possible investment 
to beef up bank’s capital base

THE RETIREMENT FUND OF 
food and beverage giant San 
Miguel Corp. is їп talks with 
Bank of Commerce over a possi- 
ble investment in the medium- 
sized financial institution. 

In a disclosure to the Philip- 
pine Stock Exchange yesterday, 
San Miguel Corp. Retirement 
Fund announced its interest to 
buy shares in BOC. 

In a separate interview, BOC 
president Raul de Mesa said the 
bank was indeed Ьеейп up its 
capital base, but stressed that 
no deal has been finalized yet. 

"Nobody's selling any stake," 
the bank president made. it 
clear. "Ir will be new capital.” 

ВОС the banking arm of busi- 
nessman Antonio “Tonyboy” Co- 
Juangco, cousin of SMC chair Ed- 
uardo “Danding” Cojuangco. The 
disclosure did not provide details. 

De Mesa declined to say how 
much in new capital BOC would 
like to raise and how the pro- 
ceeds would be used. 

“It will still be subject to regu- 
latory approvals,” De Mesa said. 

BOC appears to have joined 
other local banks in their effort to 
beef up their respective capital 
base this year to be able to ex- 
pand loan portfolios amid tighter 
capital adequacy requirement 
under the Basel II framework. 

The bank currently has a capi- 
tal adequacy ratio of 12 percent. 
Aside from hurdling stiffer regu- 
latory requirements, BOC is also 
investing in the overseas market. 


BOC recently made inroads in 
Africas banking system by 
putting up a national bank in the 
oil-rich Equatorial Guine к 
helped the central African gov- 
ernment set up a $5-million bank, 
acquiring a 30-percent stake in it.

percent; fuel, light and water, 5.1 percent 
from 5.3 percent; services, 1.8 percent from 
2.1 percent, and miscellaneous items, 1.4 
percent from 1.5 percent. Inflation for cloth- 
ing was the same in July and August at 2.2 
percent. 

BSP Governor Amando Tetangco Jr. said 
price movements in August confirmed the 
central bank's outlook of a sustained be- 
nign inflation for this year. 

The BSP maintained a neutral monetary 
policy stance during the meeting of its poli- 
cy-making Monetary Board last July 12. It 
slashed its key policy rate to 6 percent from 
7.5 percent but at the same time lifted the 
tiering scheme to offset the expansionary 
effect of the rate cut. 

The tiering scheme had been implemented 
from May to early July to encourage banks to 
lend more to the public instead of parking 
bulk of their funds with the central bank, 

Explaining the BSP's decision to keep а 
neutral policy stance, monetary authorities 
said there was no reason to raise the policy 
rate given an outlook that inflation would 
remain benign. But neither should the BSP 
conduct an expansionary monetary policy 
because inflation risks, such as high liquidi- 
ty growth, volatile oil prices and weather 
condition, remained. 

"Even with this muted price movement, 
we shall keep a watchful eye on remaining 
risks to guide our conduct of monetary poli- 
cy going forward,” Tetangco said. 

Investment bank UBS said inflation was 
likely to be higher due to a projected ir 
crease in oil prices and the impact of the ro- 
bust economic growth in the first half. 

The economy, as measured by the gross 
domestic product, grew 7.5 percent in the 
second quarter from a year ago largely due 
to higher government spending and private. 
sector investments. It was the economy's 
strongest performance in 20 years. 

Although a robust economic growth was a 
positive event, economists said this had the 
negative effect of accelerating inflation. 

“Looking forward, headline CPI inflation 
is likely to edge higher in coming months, all 
else equal. On top of that, stronger growth 
should, with a lag, put upward pressure on 
the inflation rate,” UBS said in a research pa- 
peron the Philippine economy. 

‘UBS said the benign inflation so far this 
year allowed the BSP to remain neutral and. 
eased pressure for tightening. 

“The August CPI data suggests inflation 
is manageable and given that the BSP be- 
lieves its policy rate-setting is already at 
neutral, this data support our case for un- 
changed rates into yearend, even with bet- 
ter-than-expected growth. As such, below- 
target inflation allows more room for BSP 
to give growth a chance,” UBS said. 

UBS projected that over the next 18 
months, inflation would remain below the 
BSP's target for 2008 of between 3 and 5 
percent.

KOREA ELECTRIC POWER CORP, THE 
parent firm of the country’s second 
largest independent power producer, ex- 
pects to operate a 200-megawatt (Mw) 
coal-fired power plant їп Cebu by 2010.

“We're still waiting for the ERC's ap- 
proval of our contract with our first 
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electric cooperative partner Noceco. As 
Soon as the approval is secured, we will 
issue the tender and proceed with the 
construction. That will take 36 months 
to complete,” the source said, adding 
that the power firm hoped to start con- 
struction by early October at the latest. 
The source said the plant would take 
between $300 million and $320 mil- 
lion to construct, to be financed by a 
Citibank-led consortium of banks. 


Kepco, together with Salcon Power 
Corp., will put up the 200-MW coal- 
fired power plant in Naga, Cebu. 

The project will use clean coal tech- 
nology which limits the emission of 
harmful nitrogen oxide and sulfur ox- 
ide to environment-friendly levels. 

Kepco had earlier expressed interest 
in bidding for the 600-MW Masinloc 
coal-fired power plant in Zambales

CA ruling also allows Maynilad to get on with infra work

THE COURT OF APPEALS HAS 
denied a petition of a union 
made up of Maynilad Water Ser- 
vices Inc. workers, enabling the 
water firm to push for an early 
exit from rehabilitation. 

Maynilad Water Supervisors’ 
‘Association had sought the help 
of the appeals court to prevent 
Judge Reynaldo Daway from 
hearing the rehabilitation case of 
Maynilad Water. 

‘That decision would also en- 
able Maynilad to accelerate ser- 
vice improvement projects 
throughout the West Zone. 

Tna decision authored by Asso- 
ciate Justice Myma Dimaranan 
Vidal and promulgated on Aug. 
30, 2007, the CA refuted MWSAs 
daim that Daway had been “bi- 
ased and prejudiced” against the 
union, particularly on the issue of 
unsettled benefits. 

These include the cost of living 
allowance and provisions of the 
Collective Bargaining Agreement. 

‘The Court ruled that, through- 
out the rehabilitation case pro- 


ceeding, the respondent judge 
“did not commit grave abuse of 
discretion amounting to lack or 
excess of jurisdiction,” and that it 
did not see any “compelling rea- 
son for Judge Daway to disqualify 
himself from handling the case.” 

MWSA on Dec. 5, 2006 filed a 
motion for Voluntary Inhibition of 
Judge Daway on the grounds that 
the judge allegedly indicated par- 
tiality as he presided over Mayni- 
lad's rehabilitation case. 

Judge Daway, however, main- 
tained that the motion against 
him was “completely baseless,” 
and that he acted only “in the in- 
terest of fairness and transparen- 
су to all concerned including the 
supervisors." 

In April 2007, MWSA then filed 
а petition for certiorari, which re- 
sulted in the CA issuing a 60-day 
temporary restraining order on 
the judge. 

‘The TRO effectively prevented 
Maynilad from exiting rehabilita- 
tion at the soonest possible time. 

“While it is within the right of 
MWSA to file its opposition to the 
plan to exit from rehabilitation, 


UK-RP energy deal 
worth $1.3B collapses 


A $1.3-BILLION DEAL BE- 
tween astate-run Philippine en- 
ergy firm and British company 
NRG Chemical Engineering, to 
build biofuel facilities here, has 
collapsed, a senior official yes- 
terday said. 

PNOC-Alternative Fuels 
Corp. (PNOC-AFC) was sup- 
pose to form a firm with NRG 
to setup a plantation and facil- 
ity for production of alterna- 
tive fuels in this country. But 
an official close to the talks 
said PNOC-AFC chose not to 
sign. 

The official, who requested 
anonymity, would not say why 
the deal did not push through 
but added that NRG Chemical 
had decided to go with anoth- 
er local firm in the private sec- 
tor. He would not identify that 
firm. 

The two firms had originally 


planned to build a 3.5-million 
metric ton bio-refinery at a cost 
of $455 million, and a $600- 
million plantation for jatropha, 
a plant material which is used in 
producing biofuels. 

They also plan to build a 
300,000 metric ton bio- 
ethanol plant at a cost of $200 
million. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo 
signed the Biofuels Act of 2006 
early this year, hoping to reduce 
the country’s dependence on 
imported crude oil in favor of 
alternative fuels produced lo- 
cally. 

The law mandates the 
blending of one percent bio- 
diesel in all diesel products 
starting May. 

By 2009, all gasoline prod- 
ucts to be sold in the country 
should have a 5-percent ethanol 
mix.

In a Congressional hearing 
оп the proposed 2008 national 
budget, Teves told legislators 
that the government loses bez 
tween P60 billion and P65 bil- 
lion a year due to technical 
smuggling, largely of oil. 

The government is hard- 
pressed to plug revenue leaks, 
which may дегай the countrys 
effort to meet its fiscal targets. In 
the first half, the government re- 
ported an anemic tax take.

LISTED FIRM PHILEX MINING CORP SAID 
it more than doubled its net income for the 
first seven months of the year to P3.1 bil- 
lion from P1.4 billion a year ago due to 
higher metal prices and mine production. 

“We are optimistic that this trend will 
continue until the end of the year,” said 
Walter Brown, Philex chair and CEO. 

Brown added that with the company's fi- 
nancial performance, Philex’s earnings 
were equivalent to P1.036 per share from 
only P0.471 per share in the year-ago peri- 
od. 

The mining firm earlier reported a net in- 
come of P2.5 billion for the first half of the 
year, also more than double the P1.2 billion 
made in the same period in 2006. 

Philex also posted a higher second-

Mangosteen, queen to durian's king, is perhaps the most coveted 
fruit from Southeast Asia in the international market today, selling 
for as much as US$45 per pound in special- 
ty food stores in New York. No fruit to date = 
can be more in vogue. пакы 

What makes mangosteen so fashionable? 
For starters, no fruit is as complex in flavor: 
sweet, sour, creamy, containing all the good 
stuff that promotes good health. 

А many splendored thing indeed is the 
queen! It contains xanthones, known to sci- 
ence as the most powerful of antioxidants, 
substances that combat disease-causing 
oxygen free radicals. 

Itis said there are 210 xanthones in na- 
ture and more than 40 are found in mangos- 
teen. Remarkably, it is the whole fruit, not 
just the flesh, that is packed with xanthones. 

Since 600 AD, mangosteen has been 
known as a healing agent and was used by 
scribes in Southeast Asia. The rind was 
sliced and dried, pulverized and taken as an 
herbal concoction; for external use, it was 
made into an ointment. The rind was also 
steeped in water overnight and drank as tea. 

‘Though some studies say the health ben- 
efits of mangosteen have not been estab- 
lished conclusively, many swear by its heal- 
ing powers.

A game no longer 
worthy of generals

READER JERA SISON IS DISMAYED BY 
the “shabby” treatment Filipinos give to 
local inventions. 

He notes “the sad plight of our home- 
grown Filipino inventors and to think that 
the unfair treatment is coming from their 
own kalahi, kapwa Filipino." 

Sison is referring in particular to the 
Game of the Generals (GG) invented by 
the late Ronnie Pasola Jr., as an alterna- 
tive to the foreign game board chess. 

“I clearly remember the first time I saw 
a set of the GG. It was packaged [like] a 
chessboard... contained in a wooden 
case... with square boxes in gray and 
white,” he says. 

"Inside are [flat metal pieces marked] 
with different military ranks. The game is 
very simple but interesting to play... Is a 
mind game similar to poker," Sison adds. 

But the "new" version of the GG isa di 
appointment, he says. The glistening met- 
al pieces with artistic etchings are gone, 
as well as the beautiful wooden case. 

“What are being sold now are mediocre 
plastic or metal pieces and paper mark- 
ers... With the substandard quality of 
products ... now being manufactured, 
how can one expect brilliant [Filipino] in- 
ventions to be recognized and appreciat- 
ей by present or future generations?” Si- 
son asks. 

‘The new version, he says, is made of 
cheap plastic. “I can only imagine the an- 
noyance of players using this kind of infe- 
rior light materials.

wind... will totally ‘annihilate’ the game, 
toppling everything,” 

Sison says whoever owns the rights to 
manufacture the GG, "proudly a product.

I 
hope this is not a reflection of the current 
state of the Filipino’s sense of patrio- 
tism."
